THANKSGIVING PAST TRACED 


Should Franklin D. Roosevelt have failed to proclaim 
Nov. 24 as Thanksgiving Day this year, he would be the 
first president since 1864 to neglect this matter, for Thanks- 
giving is the only religious festival celebrated in the United 


States by the order and sanction of the federal government. 


Contrary to popular belief, the 
policy of holding Thanksgiving on 
the last Thursday in November 
was not started by the Pilgrims, 
but was inaugurated by Abraham 
Lincoln on Oct. 3, 1863. The pil- 
grims held Thanksgiving several 
different times of the year de- 
pending on. prevailing conditions 
of health and welfare of the com- 
munity. 


NOT LINCOLN IDEA 


It was not Lincoln’s idea to 
name the date for Thanksgiving, 
but the continual prodding of Mrs. 
Sarah J. Hale, editor of Godey’s 
Lady’s magazine, editorializing for 
the holiday, finally forced him to 
issue one of his two famous pro- 
clamations. 

Thanksgiving suggests peace, 
but in reality its life story in- 
cludes one fight after another, es- 
pecially in Massachusetts. Clergy- 
men frequently gave political ser- 
mons on Thanksgiving, and in the 
early 1800’s were extremely par- 
tisan. 


PLANS TRICK 


However it was always. the 
policy to read the governor’s pro- 
clamation before the sermon be- 
gan, so when Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor Elbridge Gerry learned that 
the Congregational ministers of 
his state planned to deliver a de- 
nouncement of his friend, Thomas 
Jefferson, he planned a trick to de- 
feat their purpose. 

Governor Gerry wrote a pro- 
clamation so lengthy that is took 
a fast reader over two hours to 
finish it. When the ministers com- 
pleted the document, they were 
addressing empty pews as the 
church people had gone home for 
turkey dinners. 


USES STRATEGY 


Governor Benjamin F. Butler, an- 
other governor of Massachusetts, 
tried a different trick. Each pub- 
lic utterance that Governor But- 
ler made was received unfavorably, 

When it came time for his 
Thanksgiving address, Mr. Butler 
copied verbatim one issued by a 
former popular governor and then 
jeered at his critics for attacking 
the speech. 


FETED EVERYWHERE 


Thanksgiving is now celebrated 
in every state and the District of 
Columbia. To this day every presi- 
dent has followed Lincoln’s ex- 
ample and announced this holiday.

TWO FLAGS HERE
